Voting time—due to start at 
11:45, Edmonton time, probably 
will start at 12 noon, after pre- 
liminaries.

LONDON, Oct, 2.—(BP)—The 
Englishman's last sanctuary—the 
public house—was faced today 
with the threat that it might be 
nationalized. 

The October issue of the Social- 
ist paper, Fabian News, suggested 
seriously that the British people 
consider whether the government 
should take over the pubs, com- 
plete with what they sell. 

It cited at length the case of 
Carlisle, where in 1916 the gov- 
ernment took over 300 pubs and 
five breweries because of the 
“alarming” drunkenness in the 
city, The profits made in the last 
three years alone have almost 
equalled the price originally paid 
for them, the paper said—despile 
the fact that half the pubs and 
four of the brewerles had been 


closed, 
The Fabian News suggested 
that this example be studied 


with a view to its wider applica- 
tion, 

But that isn’t all, The Labor 
Forum, a periodical circulated 
within the Labor party, contained 
similar views, And Socialist MP 
John Parker, vice-president of 
the Fabian Society, has suggest- 
ed a nationalization program 
which would call for the serving 
of tea and coffee in the pubs to 
attract women customers.

One of the main planks in a

The resolution said the party 
would favor a return to the pre 
war basis under which the Ca- 
nadian Wheat Board guaranteed 
| to all producers the right to mar- 

ket wheat or other grains “by any

method of compulsory sale to the 
board, 


This would mean the re-open- 
ing of the Winnipeg Grain Ex- 
change to wheat marketing 

Two prairie delegates prompt- 
ly jumped to their feet and shout- 
ed opposition, they wanted the 
present system continued, main- 
ly because they feared the specu- 
lation that stemmed from open- 
market trading 

A. Haarstad of Bentley, Alta, 
said that if the convention went 
on record as favoring the re- 
opening of the Winnipeg ex- 
change he, for one, would have 
to ge back home “and hand in my 
resignation.” 

W. J, Wilde of Red Deer, Alta., 
sald the farmers of Alberta were 
opposed to the open-market sys- 


tem “because the wheat pro- 
ducers of western Canada hope

This is the 16th anniversary 
of a memorable day which in- 
augurated developments that con- 
tributed greatly to the downfall 
of the League of Nations and in- 
spired aggressions culminating in 
the Second World War. 

It was Oct, 2, 1932, that the 
League of Nations Commission, 
headed by Britain's Lord Lytton, 
presented its explosive report on 
Japanese aggression in Man- 
churia, Failure to act promptly 
and adequately on that report 
sent history off on an unhappy 
tangent, 

The way of it was this 

Sept. 18, 1931, Japan had begun 
military action in Southern Man 


churia, China appealed to the 
League of Nations and negoltia- 
tions resulied in an agreement 


Dec. 10 that hostilities should 
cease forthwith and that Japan 
should withdraw. The Lytton 
Commission was set up to inves- 
tigate 

However, Japan didm't with- 
draw from Manchuria is 

Feb. 18, 1932, Manchuria was 


proclaimed an independent state 
(Manchukuo), Nippon promptly 
recognized this new state, which 


was in fact a puppet controlled 
by Tokyo. 

The report was two-fisted, It 
called the turn on Japanese ag- 
gression, amd bluntly labelled 
Manchukuo as a puppet state 

There was much talk in Geneva 
but no clear-cut answer. Japan 
stuck to her guns—literally—and 
finally withdrew from the League. 


Paralysis began to settle on 
the league. An ambitious Musso- 
lini noted the trend, If Japan 


could get away with aggression, 
so could he 

Accordingly the dictator select- 
ed little Ethiopia as his first vic- 
tim. He invaded it in 1935 with- 
out declaring war, Then I Duce, 
having waited a while to let 
things cool off, seized Tiny Al- 
bania 

Meantime Hitler soaked up all 
this and came to the conclusion 
that the League was impotent, 
and that aggression was safe so 
long as you picked your victims 
with discretion 

The League's failure to cope 
with the Japanese aggression was 
in no small degree responsible 
for its death, Now we have a 
new peace organization..and we 
shall see what we shall see,

Foreign Secretary Bevin's grave 
words about the very real dan- 
ger of war, it seems to me that 
the place has been reached 
where the common people might 
be able to do more to avoid 
catastrophe than all the states- 
men. Let us not despair until 
we have tried every conceivable 
method to assure peace. Towards 
this end, I should like to make 
a suggestion. 

Someone once said, “Never 
underestimate the power of a 
woman,” If that be so, the power 
of united women should be 
something to conjure with. We 
often say, “if only there were 
something I could do!” Well, we 
can, If every Canadian woman— 
and British and American too, if 
we can enlist them—were to set 
aside all of next week and each 
day write at least one letter of 
goodwill and address it to “The 
Housewives, of—(some city be- 
hind the Iron Curtain), who 
knows what we might be able 
to accomplish? 

Even if we didn't succeed in 
penetrating behind the curtain, 
we could at least give the guard- 
jans a jolt. It might just prove 
to be the thin edge of a wedge 
prying an opening in their isola- 
tionism, and paving the way for 
understanding and co-operation 
They could hardly continue to pic- 
ture us as ruthless and stubborn 
opponents if floods of letters 
were bombarding them daily 
protesting our desire for nothing 
but friendship with their peo 
ples, denouncing war as meaning 
the end of civilization, and plead- 
ing with the women of their na- 
tions to join in the effort to avert 
disaster. If ordinary means fail, 
perhaps such letters could be 
sent in and dropped by planes 
under remote control. 

Numerous political devices 
have been employed, yet the dan- 
ger has grown, But we have not 
made the simple gesture of say- 
ing, by housewives on this side 
of the ocean to housewives 
across the water, “We want to be 
friends with you. We do not 
want to kill you and your child- 
ren, Rather than have us all per- 
ish together, let us work to- 
gether to create a world that 
will be safe for all our children.” 
Sometimes simplicity and sin- 
cerity are of more avail than 
sagacity and astuteness. Is it not 
worth a trial?

HIS LAST CHANCE 

It is this conviction which gives 
particular validity to his expres- 
sions of opinion, which I have set 
down here as he dictated them 
directly to me. For they are the 
words of a man who knew he was 
facing death, It is true that they 
were uttered in the preparation of 
his defence. But they were not dis- 
torted for that reason by any be- 
lief that whet he said at the trial 
could influence his personal fate. 
That he considered to be already 
settled. We have here, therefore, 
the last words of a man living in 
the shadow of death, the words of 
a man who knew it. He would never 
have another chance to rectify or 
revise them, 

That he would be sentenced to 
death was his opinion even before 
he was hauled at Nuremburg, On 
the way to prison he had told his 
comrades to take their last look at 
Germany, for they would never see 
it again, That opinion was strength- 
ened shortly afterwards by a re- 
mark made to him by an American 
psychologist officially attached to 
the Nuremburg tribunal, which 
sank deep into Goering’s conscious 
ness and which Goeri$g once threw 
back at him. 

During a pause in the trial, Goer- 
ing got into an argument with 
the psychologist, whom he always 
addressed banteringly as “Little 
Jesus.” Goering declared tha the 
whole business wasn't a real trial, 
that it was just window dressing 
The psychologist denied it, but 
Goering flashed back, “why, you 
told me at the very beginning that 
the only question for me was 
whether I would be shot or hanged.” 

Having accepted this idea, he was 
able on occasion even to joke about 
it grimly. One day he remarked: 

“They're terribly worried here 
about our health and well being 
If there's anything at all the mat- 
ter with me, the doctor arrives on 
the double quick and takes such 
devoted care of me that it’s really 
quite touching. They want to lead 
me to slaughter in the pink of con- 
dition,” 

Sometimes his conviction showed 
itself in impatience at others who 
failed to understand the situation, 
1 was with Goering in the interview 
room of the prison once when Ru- 
dolf Hess, who had just finished 
talking with his lawyer, was led 
back to his cell, passing behind 
Goering’s back, Goering nodded to 
him and then said to me:
